I looked over his drawings and at 
once signed him to a two-year con­ 
tract at $60 per week. That chap 
was Robert L. (“Believe It Or Not”) 
Ripley. 
It was but a few years later that 
Ripley fell short of an idea for his 
daily sporting cartoon and filled in 
with an unusual picture, giving to it 
the title “Believe It or Not.” The 
cartoon attracted immediate read­ 
er attention, and the rest of the 
story is history. 
That idea devel­ 
oped into the most famous cartoon 
ever created — known around the 
world. Ripley has become not only 
world famous, but is 
known 
to 
have one of the greatest Oriental 
collections of art in existence. 
And Bob is the same unspoiled, 
modest chap that I first met over 30 
years ago. 
The other evening he 
gave a party in his 
New 
York 
studio to celebrate, inviting all those 
who early encouraged and helped 
him to fame, to tell them of his 
appreciation, and to thank them 
from his heart. He said that it was 
the happiest evening of his life.

who helped him up. 
Bob Ripley is one of those rare 
human beings who doesn’t forget 
his friends, and who likes to pay 
just to honor them. The success of 
Ripley is not only well deserved, but 
laudable.
